Less than two days after posting 
bond on numerous charges related 
to a string of larcenics and other 
crimes in recent months, 17-year 
old Casey Darling was arrested 
again last Thursday morning on at 
least three more criminal charges.

More birds discovered 
with West Nile Virus

The list of locations where birds 
have been found to have died from 
the West Nile Virus continues to 
grow. 

Montmorency, Grand Traverse, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, and 
Ogemaw, Counties have been added 
to the long list of counties in 
Michigan where the Health 
Department has reported positive 
testing for the disease. Crawford 
County may not be far behind as 
Beaver Creek Township fire fighter 
Roger Weatherly reported Saturday 
two dead birds found in the area 
have been sent for testing. 

The West Nile Virus is carried by 
mosquitoes and can be transferred 
in rare cases to humans through the 
insect’s bite. Michigan health offi- 
cials do not consider the discovery 
of the virus in the state as a serious 
health problem, but are actively 
secking help from the public to 
determine the progression of the 
disease in birds, especially crows 
and blue jays. 

According to health department 
information, contracting the disease 
is very rare in humans, though cases 
in Louisiana have caused serious 
concern in recent weeks, Over 120 
cases people contracting the virus 
have been reported theré and else- 
where in states where conditions are 
perfect breeding grounds for mos- 
quitoes. At least five people have 
died in Louisiana from the

encephalitis virus which can cause 
inflammation to membrane sur- 
rounding the brain. 


Recovery from the disease is 


quite successful if caught in its early 
stages. Symptoms are flu-like and 
include headaches, fever and mus- 
cle aches, 

Those participating in outdoor 
activities where mosquitoes are 
prevalent are urged by health offi- 
cials to take precautions to avoid 
being bitten: wear long sleeves, 
long pants, socks, shoes and use 
insect repellent containing the 
ingredient DEET. 

Birds infected with West Nile 
Virus begin to stagger and behave 
strangely shortly before their 
deaths. | 

Any resident of Crawford County 
who witnesses any bird showing 
signs of the disease or discovered 
dead with no sign of trauma (espe- 
cially crows and blue jays which are 
most susceptible to the disease) 
should contact the West Nile Virus 
hotline at 1-888-668-0869. Health 
officials will determine if the car- 
cass warrants testing and the report- 
ing person may be asked to preserve 
the bird by refrigeration. 

Residents are urged not to handle 
the carcass with bare hands. If the 
bird must be moved, pick it up 
wearing gloves or by using a plastic 
bag. |

City makes 
water policy 
changes 


P Council switches 
to a ‘shut-off’ policy

At last Monday’s regular council 
meeting, the City of Grayling’s 
governing body made a_ few 
changes to its water policies — most 
notably switching to a “shut-off” 
policy for those with delinquent 
water bills — and discussed a prob- 
able rate increase for city water 
users. 

Until last week, the City of 
Grayling had what city officials 
call a “no shut-off’ policy with 
regard to delinquents and city water 
service. The city has had trouble 
with people not paying their water 
bills — both commercially and resi- 
dentially - and it has been trying to 
combat the problem. Meanwhile, 
the city’s water fund has been run- 
ning at a deficit. 

The city’s water and sewer fund 
is considered an “enterprise fund” — 
itis supposed to be self-sustaining 
through user fees - ‘but the fund has 
been losing money for several 
years, city officials said.

An estimated 2,000 protest- 
ers converged on Lansing 
last weck to urge State 
House and Senate mem- 
bers to override Governor 
John Engler’s recent veto 
of state revenue sharing.

“In addition, any individual 
who buys these ‘tax-free cigarettes’ 
is also violating state law, and 
would personally be responsible for - 
the full amount of the tax plus 
penalties of up to 100 percent of the 
tax,” 

According to Michigan law, any 
cigarettes sold directly to con- 
sumers in Michigan must include 
the state cigarette tax and display a 
Michigan cigarette stamp on each 
pack, 

Cigaretles that do not carry a 
stamp and therefore have not been 
properly taxed are illegal. 

Not only are consumers liable for 
the above-mentioned tax and penal- 
ties for each illegal pack of ciga- 
reltes, possession of 15 or more car- 
tons of unstamped cigarettes consti- 
tutes a felony, punishable by up to 
five years in jail and a $50,000 fine. 

“It is unfortunate that some news- 
papers have chosen to run ads pro- 
moting tax evasion,” said Roberts. 
“But what may be even more unfor- 
tunate is the possibility that honest, 
forth-right’ taxpayers might be 
duped into buying illegal ciga- 
rettes,” 

Roberts also said the Michigan 
Department of Treasury will pursue 
enforcement of those who choose to 
sell and/or purchase conuabaid cig-

A new program initiated last week 
by the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office most likely couldn’t have 
come at a better time. With the tele- 
vision news filled with stories of 
abductions, some with tragic end- 
ings, the Operation Child 
Identification program is one geared 
to help in the situation of a lost or 
missing child. 

The Youth Service Division, 
headed up by DARE officer, Deputy 
Randy Herman, kicked off its cam- 
paign on August 11 with the purpose 
of creating an efficient way of pro- 
viding information to be used in the 
case of an emergency involving a 
child. 

Each child and his/her parents 
receive a kit which they must per- 
sonalize for each child. Personal 
and medical information, dental 
records, a DNA sample, a current 
photograph and fingerprints are 
gathered. A sheriffs depuly collects 
the fingerprints and takes the photo, 
then parents take the kit to the 
child’s doctor or health care profes- 
sional for completion. 

The photograph can serve in an 
immediate release of information to 


the news media if the child becomes 
lost or is missing, similar to the 
“Amber Alert” system initiated 
recently in California. Fingerprints 
and DNA samples could help trace 
the movement of the child. Personal 
and medical information such as 
allergies or specific health condi- 
tion, can be used in many ways, and 
would definitely help medical per- 
sonnel in the case of a medical 
emergency when the child is uncon- 
scious Or parents are not nearby at 
the time of an accident or iltness. 

Deputy Herman said he has 
already enrolled over 100 children 
into the Crawford County program 
at (wo recent events and is looking 
for organizations or groups interest- 
ed in holding a enrollment session.

The city has not raised water 
rates in a few years — the council 
first. decided to track the impact 
new water meters would have on 
the fund balance. The new meters 
were installed aboul one year ago, 

It was believed the new meters 
would help increase revenue for the 
water fund simply by offering more 
accurate readings than the old ones 
did. Revenues did increase, at first, 
but then “leveled off’ after the first 
quarter (with the new meters in 
place), City Treasurer Terry 
McGregor said, because people 
started using less water, 

“(The new meters) have caused a 
lot of conservation,” said City 
Manager Allen Lowe, 

In an etfort to collect on its delin- 
quent water bills and help right its 
water fund balance, the city recent- 
ly pul several outstanding bills onto 
the offenders’ tax bills.

Grayling High School’s 2002 fall 
sports season got underway last 
week with the start of practice for 
football, boys soccer, boys golf, 
and girls basketball.

Grayling High School will be 
leaving the North East Michigan 
Conference after the 2002-03 sca- 
son. Grayling has been accepted 
into the Lake Michigan 
Conference, and the Vikings will 
begin play in their new league start- 
ing with the fall 2003 sports season. 

The main reason for the switch, 
according to Brian Banda, 
Crawford AuSable School District 
Athletic Director, is that (he LMC 
schools are considerably closer to 
home than NEMC schools. 

“This is simply a distance thing,” 
Banda said. “That's it. We've 
enjoyed the competition (in the 
NEMC), We have nothing but 
respect for the NEMC, It has been a 
good fit.” 

Shorter bus rides save the coach- 
es and athletes time and they save 
the school district money on (rans- 
portation costs. LMC teams include 
Kalkaska, ‘Traverse City St. 
Francis, Boyne City, Elk Rapids, 
Harbor Springs, Charlevoix, and 
East Jordan, With the NEMC, 
Grayling plays league games in 
Oscoda, Tawas, and Bay City, for 
example — destinations that require 
significantly longer drives than 
trips to Kalkaska, Traverse City, 
and most of the other LMC schools. 

“Our transportation costs will be 
reduced by about 30 percent,”

ORDINANCE 


ORDINANCE NO. 02-2 
Effective September 1, 2002 


An ordinance regulating cross connections with the public water supply 
system, i.e., a connection or arrangement of piping or appurtenances 
through which water of questionable quality, wastes or other contami- 
nants can enter the public water supply system. 


SHORT TITLE: This ordinance shall be known and may be cited as 
the “CROSS CONNECTION CONTROL ORDINANCE.” 


The City of Grayling Ordains: 


SECTION 1: RULES ADOPTED 

The City of Grayling adopts by reference the Water Supply Cross 
Connection Rules of the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality 
being R 325.11401 to R 325.11407 of the Michigan Administrative 
Code, 


SECTION 2: INSPECTIONS 

it shall be the duty of the Water Department to cause inspections to be 
made of all properties served by the public water supply where cross 
connections with the public water supply is deemed possible. The fre- 
quency of inspections and reinspections based on potential health haz- 
ards involved shall be established by the Water Department and as 
approved by the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality. 


SECTION 3: RIGHT OF ENTRY 

The representative of the Water Department shali have the right to 
enter at any reasonable time any property served by a connection to 
the public water supply system of the City of Grayling for the purpose 
of inspecting the piping system or systems thereof for cross connec- 
tions. On request, the owner, lessees, or Occupants of any property so 
served shall furnish to the inspection agency any pertinent information 
regarding the piping system or systems on such property. The refusal 
of such information or refusal of access, when requested, shall be 
deemed evidence of the presence of cross connection. 


SECTION 4: DISCONTINUATION OF SERVICE 

The Water Department is hereby authorized and directed to discontin- 
ue water service after reasonable notice to any property wherein any 
connection in violation of this ordinance exists and to take such other 
precautionary measures deemed necessary to eliminate any danger of 
contamination of the public water supply system. Water service to such

property shall not be restored until the cross connection(s) has been 


eliminated in compliance with the provisions of this ordinance. 


SECTION 5: TESTING DEVICES 

All testable backflow prevention devices shall be tested initially upon 
installation to be sure that the device is working property. Subsequent 
testing of devices shall be conducted at a time interval specified by the 
Water Department and in accordance with Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality requirements. Only individuals approved by the 
Water Department shall be qualified to perform such testing. That indi- 
vidual(s) shall certify the results of his/her testing. 


SECTION 6: UNSAFE POTABLE WATER SUPPLY LABELING 

The potable water supply made available on the properties served by 
the public water supply be protected from possible contamination as 
specified by this ordinance and by the state and City of Grayling plumb- 


ing code. Any water outlet which could be used for potable or domestic ° 


purposes and which is not supplied by the potable system must be 
labeled in a conspicuous manner as:

SECTION 7: ORDINANCE AS SUPPLEMENT 
This ordinance does not supersede the state plumbing code and City 0 of 
Grayling Ordinance B, but is eepbementaly to them. 


SECTION 8: PENALTIES 

Any person or customer found guilty of violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance or any written order of the Water Department, In pur- 
suance thereof, shall be deemed gullty of a civil infraction and shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00 for 
each violation.
